Where does all tbe money come from 'I 
Every one knows tliat tbe United 


States at the various mints coins money 
out ot tbe precious metals. Every one 
knows likewise that all paper money, 
whether it'ia greenbacks, silver certifi- 
cates, National Hunk notes, or gold cer- 
tificates, are made at the -Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing of the Govern- 
ment. The question above is asked in a 
more restricted sense. Where does all 
the money come from which is today 
floating in Gettysburg ? There is today 
about four hundred thousand dollars 
more money in sight than there was 
twenty-two mouths ago. 
Was it In ex- 


istence before that time 'f 
Where did it 


come from? How much moie B there 
where this has oome from ? Four hun- 
dred thousand dollars is a .large sum 
of money for Gettysburg, almost half a 
million. Yet here it is in sight where it 
was out of sight a short time ago. 


Let ua explain this phenomenon more 


closely. February 18,1901, the Citizens' 
Bank opened its doors as a new banking 
institution. Some people may have sup- 
posed that the business of the new bank 
was necessarily to come off of the two 
old banks, and beucu would injure their 
business. Such has not pioven to be the 
fact. The Citizens' Bank has had won- 
derful success from 
the moment it 


opened its doors, but Instead of the 
business of the two old banks decreasing 
they have steadily increased. 


Thia steady growth of the volume or 


money may be better understood in tig- 
ures. February B, 1901, tbe entire re- 
sources of tbe Gettysburg National 
Bank amounted to over one million—or 
exactly, in figures, $1,081,186.88. The 
resources were in the shape of loans and 
discounts, U. S. bonds to secure circula- 
tion, real estate, stocks, due from othar 
banks, and money reserved m bank. 
The entire resources of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Gettysburg, made up in 
the same way, amounted to almost a 
million, or $942,180 25. The total money 
in sight in the two old banks on Feb. S, 
1901, thirteen days before the Citizens' 
Bank opened its door, was a little over 
two millions, or $2.023 307,13. 


Tbe Citizens' Bank started with a 


capital of $50,000, wbich was not, how- 
ever, all paid in until August of 1901. It 
would only be a perfectly natural result 
that there would bave to be an adjua'- 
ment of money to the new condition of 
three banks Instead of two. Tbe report 
of the condition of the two national 
banks made on July 15, J901, showed 
this: The resources of the Gettysburg 
National Bank on that date were 
»1,079,168.41, or 42,020 47 less than they 
were in February of that year. The re- 
sources of the First National Bank of 
Gettysburg in July were 1940,054.69, or 
$1,525.36 less than they were in February.

It has come from deposits, 
subject to check, from certificates of de- 
posit, etc., but the big question baek of 
that ia, where did the holders of the de- 
posits and certificates find so much 
morel1 Was it kept hi Men in old ket- 
tles, or cupboards, or chests, or was it 
made out of the piollts of farming, or 
from the visitors who bave come to Get- 
tysburg, or from all of these sources and 
many others P

These items for the three banks 


amount to $1,695,100.03. Adding thereto 
the capital of Ihe Citizens' Bank as 
money come to light which haO been out 
of sight aud we have a total of $1,745,- 
100.03. Deducting the total of Feb., 
1901, of $1,374,000 givea $371,10603, 
which explains where almost all the in- 
creBBQ hua come from—deposits, certifi- 
cates and capital stock of the Citizens' 
Bank. 


The readfrs of the COMPILER may he

"I have been grossly niiarepieseuted by 
the newspa^rs of tbe land aud peise- 
cuted by the authciities of Franklm 
county, I have taken up a new and 
grand work aud I will yet tnuuipli over 
my enemiet who have been trying to 
rum my reputation and my business.

I am going to 
build a church of uay own. I have not 
decided yet wheie 1 will locale, ppssibly 
in York or some other puint. I will also 
establish my own newspaper .md through 
ita columns I will retaliate upou those 
newspapers which Imve maligned and 
injured me. 


"When court convenes in the spring 


suits will be entered by me against the 
Franklin county autbonties. 
I feel 


much aveiae to resorting to law, but I 
will not submit to the wrongs to which 
I have been subjected.

Server Notice on Subscribers. 


The Gettysburg subscribers of the 


united Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany have been notified by tbe company 
that hereafter live minutes shall be the 
maximum time any subscriber may use 
a Uunk line continously, within a cer- 
tain ladiua, free of ohaige. On all con- 
versations exceeding five minutes a 
charge will b-j made for excess time at 
the regular pay station rate between the 
points where the conversation IB being 
held. 


With this notification 11 also tbe re- 


quest that sub3Cribi.-ia be more guarded 
in the aMltei of allowing tlieh' tele- 
phones to be us»d by everybody. Thia 
practice is an injustice to the Company 
and itssubaciibera, und ia held to be re- 
sponsible for the congested condition of 
Ibe wires. 


In explanation of these rules the com- 


pany says in its circular: 


We are constantly building linea and 


adding to these facilities, but the de- 
mand for such service ia greater than 
auy company could poaaibly provide 
with sufficient tapidity to avoid com- 
plaint ; due very largely to the fact that 
time is wasted thoughtlessly by some 
subscribers to the diaadvantageof others. 
In many cases tbe linea are used need- 
lessly long, and in some cases, for frivo- 
lous conversations.

lARUisBtmfi, Wednesday.—Legal pro- 


ceedings to stop the insurance of children 
la mutual beneficial associations will be 
taken by (tut Society for tbe Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children and by allied organ-- 
rations. 


Tbe grounds upon which anit will be 


brought are tbe legal impossibility of a 
contract with an infant and the absence 
of an incurable interest in the life of a 
child. 


Among the members of the Society for 


the Prevention oi Cruelly to Children 
who are pressing the warfare against 
baby insurance is Maurice C. Eby, of 
this city. 


In an open letter he write*: 
"II has been my privilege to be connect- 
ed with tbe Society for tbe Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children M an authorized and 
active officer for eight years (without com- 
pensation), and during all my career the 
experience I have bad prompts me to 
brand the insurance of tbe lives of babes 
as un-Cbrietian, barbarous and heathenish. 
The filial affection after once placing tbe 
death sum npon an infant is lout in tbe 
household, the money consideration is 
harbored and the parents' heart becomes 
as hard us Pharaoh's toward the offspring; 
in fact, in many instances it is not the 
parent but a person in nowise related or 
interested in the little one. 


"At the present time there is pending 


in the courts of Dauphin county a cue 
of cruelty to a young girl, with threats of 
taking her life, and the insurance policy 
is in the hands of a buinanu lady, who 
will produce it, together with evidence, at 
court to convict the aunt. Mr. Leonard, 
agent S. P. C. A., did have a serious c«,«a 
one year agd, and can substantiate tbe fail 
that an insurance policy upon the child 
was tbe cause of starvation. 
"I have at the present time a case in 


Steelton, Pa., where a mother abandoned 
a female child at birtb. and tbe negro 
family to whom it was consigned had the 
same insured. You should me the poor 
little waif and frail creature existing 
upon earth, truly pitiful. In tbe pres- 
ence of witnesses the declaration wai 
made to me by the same woman who hag 
tbe custody of tbe child that her babe 
whom ehe nursed was insured and poison 
ed by enemies. I write you these facts 
in order to uphold these convictions that 
the method of child insurance is entirely 
wrong and assert 'that the bait has not 
been told.'"

WHEAT. 


In the government crop report recently 


Issued it appears that the acreage of 
winter wheat throughout the country is 
very considerably larger and the condi- 
tion of both wheat and lye very much 
better than during any of the past ten 
yeais at this season, Pennsylvania rank- 
ing aruoug the first in general average. 


We are glad to note that the same con- 


dition prevails in Adams county, both 
wheil and rye having fptten a good 
stand before winter set in, ami promis- 
ing, in so far as present indications go, 
H good crop.

It was in a camp that very miiuy of our 
citizens contributed toward in money 
aud labor to make what it was termed, 
un ideal camp, uud the encampment a 
success. This praise necessarily includes 
camp as well as soldiers ami is giatifying 
to our community. 


This praise is high encouragement to 


our local company of sjldiers to perse- 
vere in their organization until they are 
admitted into and become a part of the 
Xational Guard, unsurpassed in many 
respects by the regulars. 


This iilc.il camp, this praise of an un- 


surpassed 
soldiery 
presents 
another 


thought. This ideal camp should be 
made a perm-.iuent ou« by act of the 
next Legislature S.TOU to meet. Gettys- 
burg is the iMecca of all soldiers and pa- 
triuts. It. has an encampmeut ground 
which can not be surpassed by any other 
site in the state. There is no good reason 
why it should not be a permanent en- 
campment 
ground for the National 


Guard organization. 


This matter was talked about during 


aud after the last encampment. We 
hope to see it taken up in earnest by our 
people. There should be an organized 
effort to present it to the Legislature 
and push it forward. Tne time is almost 
at hand to gn to work on the matter. 


llsad Major Duvall's report. It is 


well worth it. It is as follows : 


The entire movement was, In my opinion, 


markedly successful. KACU and ex cry orjjunt- 
zaltou reported for outgoing transportation 
from five to fifteen mluuten before i » pre- 
scribed time. The delays (trifling ones, consid- 
ering ihe moving of so large a body of troops 
1C so sliort a time) were c.iusc'd by the rail- 
road companies.

cainp. Ono regiment did this in four minutes 
aud a traction, nnti the average was about six 
mlimliH. 2fol a man (eithercomlug orgolugj 
of all these showed any sign of intoxication* 
And 1 was on a sharp watch for Just such ovi" 
deuces, too. 


In Itj, medical departmeii^, however, the 


Ouard leaves much to bo desired. There 
were no schools for medical officers, and 
Borne regiments it was but too plain that the 
Hospital Corps was looked upon as a haudy 
place to which to consign men whom their 
captains did not desire for straight duty; In 
others the men were evidently of fair Quality; 
^lille lu a very few reglmeuts the selections 
bid plainly been icade with much care and 
) ntdlllgence, with the result that the whole 
regiment justly took pride in Its hospital de- 
tachrnont. 


The Jaiup of the Sixteenth Keglment, in- 


cluding canviu, police arrangement aud the 
many little thlnga that, while strictly agree- 
ing with the prescribed plan, added to its tidi- 
ness and BoUUcrHncsM, was distinctly the best 
In the whole division. It was as near perfect- 
Ion In all respect*! as I ever expect to see a 
camp. 


The aystera of frequent Inspections by a 


corps of specially selected inspectors, and of 
inexorable dlsbandment or muster-out of or- 
gunlzatlona which fait maikedly behind the 
lilgh Btandard exacted Is, I thlulc, the chief 
secret of the astonishing aud comfortiug suc- 
cess achieved by this great Commonwealth 
In IU citizen soldiery. 


The esprit of the Guard la one of the ruout 


remarkable, aad surely one of IU most valua- 
ble feeturea, and this Is present and mani- 
fested 4>verywh«re, In all grades &ud through- 
out tee ranks, from ihe Governor down fwho. 
despite the severe heat, spent nearly the 
whole of each Inspection day—four—at the el- 
bow of the Inspector, Colonel Kweeney). 


1 1 nspected every officer and man of the di- 


vision In raoke, following the Inspector 
tbrocguoul his big latik. hoar by hoarstep by 
st«p, aud rode l^si-lo lilm whenever he waa 


mounted. I witnessed thus the review of 
every regiment, troop and and battery, aud 
observed a drill of each (In some cases sev- 
eral); saw every regiment at dress parade, 
some of them several times, and observed 
Tour regimental guard mountings iu different 
regiments, and noted in all cases how dis- 
tinctly creditable, aud lu a good many how 
extremely well, the thing In hand was doue, 
whether at a halt, a march past, an evolution 
or drill, or someneld exercise. 


Finally, I took part In two reviews of this 


splendid division In Its entirety. Having had 
rather extensive experience In command of 
troops, regulars and volunteers, from a com- 
pany i a ganlson to some 3000 men fn the fleld 
on active service, 1 think I can jusUy claim, 
it ft:iy rate I do claim, io know aboat soldiers 
and soldiering, and I also know that 1 am a 
comparatively severe and exacting critic of 
.roops under all conditions. 
With all this In mind, I give It as my fixed 


opinion and cool judgment that the division 
of the ^National Guard of Pennsylvania Is to- 
day the most homogeneous and solid, the mos5 
uniformly accoutred and equipped, the most 
spirited and the most valuable division of 
troops that can be got together in the same 


e in this country ; and m this estimate I 


am including all troops, regulars, volunteer*, 
militia or what uot, and I would like to em- 
phasise this further by saying that were I a 
general officer I would rather command this 
division, rather take my chances of success 
with It, than any other division that It Is 
practicable to organize quickly In the United 
States. 


Holding these views regarding this organi- 


zation. 1 am naturally reluctant to recom- 
mend changes in a system under which such 
excellent results have already been secured. 
But It does seem (o me that no argument is 
needed to show that eaoh of the following 
changes, if made, must be beneficial; 


First—That the period of the aunua- en- 


campment be at least doubled. 


Second—That the entire Guard be armed 


with the United States magazine rifle the 
soouest practicable. 


Third—That the elective system of choosing 


officers be utterly abolished. It 111 comports 
with the many regular features of the Guard, 
and la abhorent to enduring excellence In 
any military organization. 


Fourth—That the Medical Department be 


organized on a basis more befitting its neces- 
sity and dignity, and more conducive to lt$ 
efficiency, than at present. 


Fifth—That an independent Signal Corps be 


organized, or men be detailed from each com- 
pany and suitably Instructed, at least In the 
elementary duties of such technical troops, 


Hlxth—That this complete division (or such 


parts of It as It may be practicable to utilize) 
be employed by the United States iu any 
future Held maneuvers on a large scale, the 
United States to bear all expenses incident to 
tills service, Including full pay for all grades 
aud ranks. I am aware that this recommen- 
dation has been anticipated, having already 
appeared in the newspapers as embodying 
the views of the Honorable Secretary of War ; 
yet If this be true, the proposition Is only the 
better for it. 


Seventh—No matter what poUtJ'al pressuip 


might oppose the step, if the Na lonal Guard 
of Pennsylvania is ever called 1- to the service 
of the United Slates, let it be mustered In, 
commanded and used as a whole, not broken 
up and Us fragments wedged into various 
mosiaes iVlth troops of other States, at the 
necessary sacrifice ot Us homogeuousness, 
solidity, "regularity"' esprit and pride, the 
very Quantities which most distinguish it and 
make it so supurb.

The scarcity of bedding material was 
shown several weeks ago when one local 
warehouse began selling baled shavings for 
that purpose. Now thia week J. George 
Wolf's Sons received a carload of cotton 
seed meal from the South which they are 
selling for feed 
Local consumers 


thought that when they read in the city 
dailies of a prospect of a drop in meat prices 
it would effect Gettysburg. There has 
been no change in the price of meat for a 
week, except that pork has risen in price, 
and local dealers eay that they cannot see 
where the drop is to come from, as they 
have to pay as much for cattle as formerly. 
Shippers and butchers agree that pork will 
go up in price, as hogs are very scarce in 
this county thia year. Western pork ship

week, rabbits, as the season closed Mon 
day 
Potatoes, sweet potatoes and

The fuel situation has been but little
